Central City to Denver day before yesterday, 
an4 spent the night there, and at 8 o'clock 4. 
M yesterday took passage on the Denver anA4 
Pacific Railway for Cheyenne, Wyoming 
The distance is one handred and ‘ten miles, 
but they run on better time than our friends 
of the Macon and Western road ran their 
one hundred and one miles, making the trip 
in about four hours. The section through 
which this railway rans is a most fertile and 
picturesque country, We traveled for about 
forty miles down the valley of the south fork 
of the Platte, then crossed it, and also some 
Of its tributaries, and keyt a straight course 
nearly due North—being all this time paral- 
ld with, and shout twenty miles from, the 
bane of the Rocky Mountains, and from fifty 
 wixty miles from the top of the main ridge. 
We passed opposite Long's Peak, and cer- 
tainly the snow-capped mountains surrgvund- 
ing that Peak, and extending for fifty miles 
south of it, cannot be surpassed any where in 
the world for wild, romantic and sublime 


Alter @ ¥vans, 6 thriving town about 
po OF wixty wiles from Denver, it was diffi- 
0 choose between the mountain scenery 
to the left and the scenery upon the plains to 
the right. The piains were fall of antelopes 
and at times there were thousands of them 
in view at once. Innumeralle herds of them 
were in sight all the time for about thirty-five 
miles, hen three or four hundred yards 
from the track they would not seem to care 
for the train at all but when very close they 
would lope offf When running they go 
“ gingle file” and all follow their leader, and 
keep the ranks well closed up. It isa beauti- 
ful sight to see a hundred antelopes running 
at full speed parallel with the train and not 
more than one,two or three hundred yards 
distant, Sometimes they run along by the 
train and within fifty yaards of it for a mile 
or two. A great many are shot from the 
trainfund Softentimes the coductor will stop 
and get them for the gratification of the enc 
cessiul sportaman. I had a number of good, 
Clone shots but could not kill them. I think 
I saw as many 2% ten thousand yoeterday in 
coming thirty-five or forty miles, The ante 
lope must soon disappear, however, before 
the pioneer farmer aa that section of coun 
try, situated between Denver and Cheyenne, 
and extending for fifty miles from the base 
of the mountains, making a section of conn- 
try one hundred miles long and fifty wide, 
is being populated with great rapidity. Al- 
ready there are several thriving towns spring- 
ing up on the line of the railway 

About fifteen miles north of Denver a rail. 
way called the Doulder Valley Railroad ts be 
ing constracted from the Denver and Pacific 
to Boulder City, a flourishing town at the 
base of the mountain, and will be completed 
by the first of January. This railway will be 
about thirty miles long. Other railways are 
now projected, and in five years this will 
constitute one of the most lovely and chariwn- 
ing portions of Colorado. Greeley is the 
name of a town located, this year, on this 
railroad, and now numbering a thousand in- 
habitants, An enterprising Hoosier sup 
posed, a short time ago, that so thriving 
4A town as Urecley needed, at least, one 
one bar-room, and he established one, He 
had only been there one week when his house 
was entered his stock destroyed, and the 
house torn down. No other experiment lias 
been made with a bar-room at Greeley. 
Around Greeley is a most beautiful and pro 
ductive part of the so-called “ Great American 
Desert,” and the colony has purchased sixty 
thousand acres of land. They are building 
their main ditch for irrigation, and will bring 
the waterjabout thirty miles, from the base of 
the mountain, and then have thousands of little 
ditches to carry the water to every acre they 
wasess, They act as a joint stock company 
in the purchase of the land and in the im- 
provements for irrigation. & 

The Northern people act on the cobpera- 
tive system in everything, and overcome ob 
stacks which separate individual efforts 
could never overcome, A single farmer 
could not settle alone around Greeley, for he 
would not be able to bring water for irriga- 
tion twenty or thirty miles, but all difficulties 
are overcome by combination 

On arriving at Cheyenne, in Wyoming 
Territory, I could see what the Union Pacifi« 
Railway was doing for the Weat. Cheyenne 
is atown of about two thousand inhabitants, 
and is,in my judgment, dependent on the 
railway and the garrison forasupport. I don't 
think there isa future for Cheyenne, and 
don’t know that there ought tobe. It is a 
“Western railroad town” without any in- 
trinsic merit, and is a sink-hole of iniquity. 
It reminds me of what Sheridan once was. 
Sheridan is situated about four hundred 
miles west of Kansas City, on the Kansas 
Pacific Railway, in the midst of the Plains, 
and was for two years the t@rminus of the 
road, with a population of about three thou- 
sand. This year the road was extended 
through to Denver City, about two hundred 
milea, and Sheridan collapsed. 

Sheridan now has but tro houses remaining, 
and one of them is a blacksmith shop belong- 
ing to the road, and which the Chief Engi- 
neer told me he would move to Denversoon. | 
had the pleasure of making the acquaintance 
of the Chief Engineer, and reneuten with him 
four hundred miles on the west end of the 
road. He pointed out Sheridan to me, and 
gave me ita history. He called my 
attention to the graveyard on a lit- 
tle clevation about one hundred yaris 
distant, and informed me that there 
were more than sixty graves there, and that 
not one of the persons buried there died a 
natural death, but all came to their death 
from violence. This eity of Sheridan has ran 
ita career, and -has left nothing to attract the 
eye of the traveler, save its sixty bloody 
graves. Such being my opinion of Cheyenne, 
ef course 1 did not wish to spend a night 
there, and I therefore passed on. The season 
for snow storms being so near at hand I would 
not fee) safe in getting too far west, as the 
railway sometimes becomes blocked with 
snow 80 as to obstruct the trains for weeks 
Therefore, in my haste to leave Cheyenne, | 
checked my baggage for this place, Larimie 
City, fifty-six miles west of Cheyenne, The 
latter place is at the base of the mountains, 
and soon after leaving there the train began 
to ascend slowly, After traveling forty miles 
up grade we arrived at Sherman, which is 
only a railway station, but which is on the 
summit of the mountain, and the highest 
wint of the bed of the railway between New 
Vork and San Francisco. After leaving 
Sherman we traveled down grade, and with 
better speed, for fifteen or twenty miles, 
which brought us into the beautiful Larimie 
Plains and to this city. The Plainsare about 
fifty miles wide and one hundred and fifty 
miles long, and resemble what are called 
Parks in Colorado, No timber at all grows 
upon the Plains, but the mountains all around 
are heavily timbered. 

The altitude of these plains is about seven 
thousand two hundred feet. Corn can not be 
raised here, nor does wheat grow well. Wheat 
is often killed here with frost in July or ggrly 
in August, when in the bloom. Barley and 
rye do well here, and the grazing is very 
ed There are at this time about thirty 
thousand head of cattle grazing on these 
plains. All the creeks and ponds here are 
now thickly frozen over. Some of your 
readers will doubtless remember seeing no- 
tices some time since of women serving as 
jurors in Wyoming Territory, and I will 
therefore allude to the “ woman's rights” 
features of this country. Here, in Larimie 
City, women first served as jurors. Last 
June a prisoner was tried here under an in- 
dictment for murder, and the jury in that 
case was composed of six ladies six gen- 
tlemen.

Howe, & most excellent gentleman and a dis- 
tinguished lawyer. He presided in the case 
above alluded to, and from him I all 
my information concern it, The case 
consumed three days, and jury were in 
the custody of the officerstwo nights.
